SAN FRANCISCO, March 27. 

A Richmond, New Mexico, special 
says: Indians attacked the camp of 
Palmer and Emerick, about ten miles 
east of York’s ranch, at 3 o’clock yes- 
terday. Jack Haynes and a stranger 
were killed. John Emerick is missing 
and is supposed to be killed. The 
other men in camp escaped to York’s 
ranch. The military line between 
this point, Fort. Bayard Fort Cum- 
mings is abandoned, It is said that 
a large band of Indians are secreted in 
the mountains north of York’s Ranch.

The Rival of “Hazel Kirke” and

‘Young Mrs, Winthrop” is a charm- 
ing and intefesting one. It ts far 
superior to anything produced in 
Reno forseveral years. It is a pic- 
ture drawn from real life, with all 
the light and shade of the joys and 
sorrows common to bumanity. 


It presents a phase of domestic life, 
as it exists under certain conditions, 
which is delightful in its extreme 
naturalness. This makes of it a 
genuine society. play. It is charm- 
ing in its atmosphere of domesti- 
city. The story is a simple one, 
simply told. It is the recital of a 
marital estrangement and subse- 
quent reunion. Husband and wife 
are slowly drifting apart. Grad- 
ually their lives have insensibly 
widened. The fault is his, but he 
is unconscious of it. He is indiffer- 
ent of his wife’s longing for his 
company. He is rich; he has -a 
beautiful and comfortable home. 
Everything is luxurious; there are 
no anxieties, no worriments. She 
should be happy, he thinks. He 
has business schemes, in which she 
cannot be possibly interested—it is 
out of her world. He goes his way, 
giving no thought to the little 
woman at home, who, though sur- 
rounded by wealth, yearns for a 
loving word, for a tender caress 
frem him. yon gives up hope 
radually and tries to accommodate 
erself to the cAnditions. . She seeks 
fer consolation and attention else- 
where, and finds in the gaieties aud 


frivolities of society temporary re-} 


lief. He begins to notice her cold- 
ness and reserve. He ascribes her 
—- to waning love, as she has 
already done in hiscase. The little 
life that might have still kept 
them together flickers out like a 
spark, and desolation adds its dark- 
ness.
